The addition will be 20x80 feet,

width of the main structure,

In the Nursery. 


The temperature of the nursery 


should be about 66 degrees F. It ia 
wise to have a thermometer in the 
room. This precaution is well worth 
taking, for a not infrequent cause of 
dyspepsia in the very young is the 
overheating of the nursery. The night 
temperature should be about 62 de- 
grees F. As the child growe older It 
is not necessary to keep the tempera- 
ture, of the room above 58 degrees F. 
The windows should always be well 
opened when the child is absent from 
the nursery and each evening before 
the child is put to bed. This practise 
should be followed for a few minutes. 
To secure adequate ventilation, if 
there be an open fireplace, is not dim- 
cult, either by having the window 
opened very slightly at the top or by 
means of the door. It is an excellent 
idea where practicable to have an ad- 
justable ventilator in the window 
itself. 
Currents of air are to be 


avoided.

Ctty Aflame With Enthusiasm 


When War Is Declared. 


Kmperor Received Plaudit* of People 


With a Stern and Inscrutable Fie* 


—Ordinary Lift of M«tropoll« 


Not Normal. 


By HERBERT TEMPLE, 


tendon. — Dr. H. J. Poutsma, 


•eeretary of the Railway Men's 
union of South Africa, baa Just arrived 
In London front Berlin and tells an In- 
teresting story of conditions there 
aince the war began. 


Doctor Poutsma is one of the nine 


labor leaders who was deported from 
South Africa several months ago In 
connection with the general strike 
there. He was in Berlin for six weeks 
after the outbreak of war and had. a 
rather exciting time making his way 
•lowly to England. He said: 


"I left Berlin ten days ago. and have 


Just arrived in England. My stay in 
the German capital will be unforget- 
table, so crowded has it been with vi- 
vid impressions and great events. 


•At the risk of my Ufa I left Berlin 


with my wife and children on that 
date with a Dutch passport I had been 
lucky enough to obtain. 
With the 


help of my knowledge of the Dutch 
language and through the kindness of 
a foreign ambassador, I managed to 
slip over the border into Holland. 


"When it became known that Ger- 


many had declared war, the whole of 
Berlin was aflame with an enormous 
enthusiasm. The streets were dense 
with marching throngs singing the 
patriotic songs of the Fatherland, and 
making their -way to the kaiser's pal- 
ace. It looked as if the whole city 
had gone mad. 


"There was at that time a confident 


belief that Great Britain would re- 
main neutral Just after Great Britain 
lad entered the conflict I was told 
;hat no British, subject would be al- 
ioVed to leave the country, and I had 
to report myself every day to the po- 
lice. I had in my possession an Eng- 
lish passport which I had taken out 
only two hours before England sent 
ler ultimatum to Germany. 


"During my enforced stay in the 


capital I saw the entrance of the kai- 
ser, the kalserln and the crown prince 
with his wife and the princes from 
Potsdam. It was a scene of the wild- 
est enthusiasm. The picture of the 
emperor ia a vivid memory. He did 
not bow once in acknowledgment ol 
.he shouts of the crowd. The crown 
prince and his wife nodded and smiled 
continually, but the emperor sat with 
one hand at his golden helmet, stern 
and inscrutable, a figure of destiny 
There was not during the whole time 
he faintest flicker of a smile. 


"Scenes very different from these - 


occurred on the arrival of the refugees 
from eastern Prussia in consequence 
of the Russian advance. They came 
n thousands, rich and poor alike, 
packed in freight cars, with all their 
lelongings In email handbags or bun- { 
lies. The women and children were 
crying. Their arrival created a very 
>ad Impression in Berlin, and gave 
Ise to alarming speculations that the 
Russians would be in Berlin before 
hey were expected. 
"Meanwhile the ordinary life of the 


ilty was not quite normal, although 
he authorities did their best to keep 
t so. Food prices were regulated by 
the government as one step to keep 
oft panic. From my house I could see 
Zeppelins and aeroplanes continually 
Ircling overhead. Nearly all the tram 
onductors had gone to the war and 
he trams were equipped with women 
onductor*, chiefly wives of the con- 
cript tram-men. 


"It must be said that the organlza- 


Ion and equipment of the German 
rmy is remarkable and the mobiliza- 
lon went like clockwork. There is a 
eellng of cocksureness about victory 
n Berlin. The people feel that Bel- 
lum was stupid not to allow Germany 
o march through, and that the severe 
unishment inflicted is quite Just."

WAR WOUNDS HEAL RAPIDLY 


Antleeptlo Treatment and the Velocity 


of Modern Bullet* Aid 


Recovery. 


London.—The rapidity with which 
he wounds of soldiers are healed, and 
he practical absence of blood-poison- 
ng cases, has been a surprise in view 
f the "deadly effectiveness" of the 
modern army .weapons. 


"The antiseptic treatment of wounds 


almost Immediately after their inflic- 
Ion ha* a great deal to do with the 
act that cures are effected in such a 
hort time as has been demonstrated 
n the London hospitals," said one of 
he physicians in attendance upon the 
wounded. 


"While surgery has made wonderful 
trides la the last decade, the results 
might have been different were It not 
hat the antiseptic preventive meas- 
ure* nave been applied. 
"Another important reason lies la 
he tact that the bullet fired from a 
modem rifle travels with such Telocity 
s to obviate the danger of a ragged 
wound."

InalMt toMler, Although Wounded, 


Keep* Up Lively Fusillade Upon 
Rank* of Approaching German*— 


Another Version of «*• Fight 


London.—Private O. A. Turner, now 


lying wounded in the London hospital, 
sends the following account home ol 
one day's fighting In France. 


"I am still living, though a bit 


knocked about I got a birthday pres- 
ent from the kaiser. On Sunday, 23d, 
we 
had 
rifle 
inspection 
at 
11 


a. m., and were ordered to fall in for 
bathing parade at 11:30. 
While we 


were waiting for another company to 
return from the river the German* 
commenced to shell the town. 
We 


fell in about 1 p. m., an hour and a 
half afterwards, to go to the scene 
of the attack. Shells were bursting 
in the streets as we went We 
crossed a bridge over the canal under 
artillery fire, and stood doing nothing 
behind a mill on the bank for some 
time. 


"Then some one cried out that the 


Germans were advancing along the 
canal bank, and our company was 
ordered to go along. 
Then the Ger- 


mans opened fire with their guns at 
about five hundred yards with shrap- 
nel, and the scene that followed beg- 
gars description. 
Several of us were 


laid full length behind a wooden fence 
about half an inch thick. The Ger- 
man shells burst about three yard* 
in front of it. It was blown to splin- 
ters in about ten minutes. 
None of 


us expected to get out alive. 


They kept us there about an hour 


before they gave us the word to re- 
tire. 
I had just turned round to go 


back when I stopped one. 
It hits 


you with an awful thump, and I 
thought It had caught me at the bot- 
tom ot the spine, as it numbed my 
legs for about half an hour. 


"When I found I could not walk, I 


gave it up, Just after I got my first 
view of the Germans. 
They were 


coming out of a wood about four hun- 
dred yards away, all in a heap to- 
gether, so I thought aa I was done for 
[ would get a bit of my own back, 
and so I started pumping a bit ot lead 
into them. 


"I stuck there for about three-quar- 


ters of an hour, and fired all my own 
ammunition and a lot belonging to 
two more wounded men who were 
close to me—about three hundred 
rounds altogether, and as It was such 


good target, I guess I accounted for 


a goot lot of them. 


Then 
I suddenly discovered I 


could walk, and so I set off to get 
back. 
I had to walk about one hun- 


dred and fifty yards in the open, with 
shrapnel bursting around me all the 
way. 


"A man who was at Paardeburg and 


Vlagersfonteln in South Africa said 
they were nothing to what we got 
that Sunday. 
Out of 240 men of my 


company only about twenty were un- 
njured." 


Mrs. D. L. Wilson of Hunslet sends 


a letter received from her husband, a 
seaman of the Bacchante. 
He says: 


"You 
will have read of our victory 


in. the North sea. 
It was fine. Our 


ship brought the dead and wounded 
and the prisoners back. A grim Job 
it was, too. 
I only wish the whole 


German fleet would come out. 
We 


may get a chance ot coming home 
soon. 
Their firing Is rotten, while 


our men behind the gune are perfect. 
They get a hit every time. 


"The bounders won't come out. 


That was the reason our ships had 
to try to drive them out You see 
the place is all mined, and it a ship 
runs into1 one of these mines it means 
destruction. 


"The commander of the Liberty, a 


torpedo-boat destroyer, asked his 
chip's company if they would volun- 
teer to go up Kiel harbor with him, 
and every man said 'Yes,' although It 
looked certain death. 
Up they went 


and got under the tort* ot Helgoland 
and let rip at the German cruisers in 
the harbor. One ot the wounded sail- 
ors of the Liberty told me that the 
shells fired at them were enough to 
sink a fleet 


"Our ship had only one torpedo and 


one round ot ammunition left. So they 
turned around and came out, when a 
shrapnel shell struck the Liberty's 
mast, killing the gallant commander 
and three others. The coxswain, al- 
though wounded, Drought the ship 
safely to our fleet that was waiting 
outside.- We pray to God that we may 
come off victorious, and 1 am confident 
we shall, as every man jack, in,the 
fleet ha* the heart ot a lion."

The temperature of the nursery 


should be about 66 degrees F. It ia 
wiee to have a thermometer In the 
room. This precaution is well worth 
talcing, for a not infrequent cause of 
dyspepsia in the very young is the 
overheating of the nursery. The night 
temperature should be about 62 de- 
grees F. As the child growe older It 
Is not necessary to keep the tempera- 
ture of the room above 58 degrees F. 
The windows should always be well 
opened when the child is absent from 
the nursery and each evening before 
the child is put to bed.

When War Is Declared. 


•mperor Received Plaudits of People 


With a Stern and Inierutible Face 


—Ordinary Life of Mttropolli 


Net Normal.

tendon. — Dr. H. J. Poutsma, 


secretary of the 
Railway 
Men's 


union of South Africa, has lust arrived 
In London from Berlin and tells an In- 
teresting story of conditions there 
since the war began. 


Doctor Poutsma ii one of the nine 


labor leaders who was deported from 
South Africa several months ago In 
connection with the general strike 
there. He was in Berlin for six weeks 
after the outbreak of war and had. a 
rather exciting time making his way 
•lowly to England. He said: 


"I left Berlin ten days ago, and have 


Just arrived In England. My stay in 
the German capital will be unforget- 
table, so crowded has it been with vi- 
vid Impressions and great events. 


"At the risk of my life I left Berlin 


with my wife and children on that 
date with a Dutch passport I had been 
lucky enough to obtain. 
With the 


help of my knowledge of the Dutch 
language and through the kindness of 
a foreign ambassador, I managed to 
slip over the border into Holland. 


"When it became known that Ger- 


many had declared war, the whole ot 
Berlin was aflame with an enormous 
enthusiasm. The streets were dense 
with marching throngs singing the 
patriotic songs of the Fatherland, and 
making their way to the kaiser's pal- 
ace. It looked as if the whole city 
had gone mad. 


"There was at that time a confident 


belief that Great Britain would re- 
main neutral Just after Great Britain 
had entered the conflict I was told 
that no British subject would be al- 
loVed to leave the country, and I had 
to report myself every day to the po- 
lice. I had in my possession an Eng- 
lish passport which I had taken out 
only two hours before England sent 
her ultimatum to Germany. 


"During my enforced stay in the 


capital I saw the entrance of the kai- 
ser, the kalserln and the crown prince 
with his wife and the princes from 
Potsdam. It was a scene of the wild- 
est enthusiasm. The picture of the 
emperor is a vivid memory. He did 
not bow once in acknowledgment ot 
the shouts of the crowd. The crown 
prince and his wife nodded and smiled 
continually, but the emperor sat with 
one hand at his golden helmet, stern 
and inscrutable, a figure of destiny 
There was not during the whole time 
the faintest flicker of a smile. 


"Scenes very different from these - 


occurred on the arrival of the refugees 
from eastern Prussia in consequence 
of the Russian advance. They came 
In thousands, rich and poor alike, 
packed in freight cars, with all their 
belongings in small handbags or bun- 
dles. The women and children were 
crying. Their arrival created a very 
bad impression in Berlin, and gave 
rise to alarming speculations that the 
Russians would be in Berlin before 
they were expected. 


"Meanwhile the ordinary life of the 


city was not quite normal, although 
the authorities did their best to keep 
It so. Food prices were regulated by 
the government as one step to keep 
oft panic. From my house I could see 
Zeppelins and aeroplanes continually 
circling overhead. Nearly all the tram 
conductors had gone to the war and 
the trams were equipped with women 
conductor!, chiefly wives ot the con- 
script tram-men. 


"It must be said that the organiza- 


tion and equipment of the German 
army is remarkable and the mobiliza- 
tion went like clockwork. There Is a 
feeling of cocksureness about victory 
In Berlin. The people feel that Bel- 
glum was stupid not to allow Germany 
to march through, and that the severe 
punishment inflicted ii quite Just." 


WAR WOUNDS HEAL RAPIDLY 


Antleeptlo Treatment and the Velocity 


of Modern Bullet! Aid 


Recovery. 


London.—The rapidity with which 


the wounds of soldiers are healed, and 
the practical absence of blood-poison- 
ing cases, has been a surprise in view 
ot the "deadly effectiveness" of the 
modern army .weapons. 


"The antiseptic treatment ot wound! 


almost Immediately after their Inflic- 
tion has a great deal to do with the 
fact that cures are effected In such a 
short time as has been demonstrated 
In the London hospitals," said one ot 
the physicians in attendance 'upon the 
wounded. 


"While surgery has made wonderful 


strides la the last decade, the result! 
might nave been different were It not 
that the antiseptic preventive meas- 
ure! have been applied. 


"Another Important reason lies la 


the tact that the bullet fired from a 
modem rifle travels with such Telocity 
as to obviate the danger of a ragged 
wound."

HDHT ALONG CAM 


Britisher Tells of Birthday Pres- 


ent From Kaiser. 


toMlMv Although Wounded, 


KMIM Up Lively Fusillade Upon 
Rink* of Approaching termini— 


Anothtr Vtrtlon of 8«a Fight 


London.—Private O. A. Tuner, now 


lying wounded tit the London hospital, 
sends the following account home of 
one day's fighting In France. 


"I am itui living, though a bit 


knocked about I got a birthday pr«t- 
ent from the kaiser. On Sunday, 23d, 
we 
had 
rifle 
Inspection 
at 
11 


a. m., and were ordered to fall In for 
bathing parade at 11:30. 
While we 


were waiting tor another company to 
return from the Flyer the Germans 
commenced to shell the town. 
We 


fell In about 1 p. m., an hour and a 
half afterwards, to go to the seen* 
of the attack. Shells were bursting 
In the streets as we went 
We 


crossed a bridge over the canal under 
artillery flre, and stood doing nothing 
behind a mill on the bank for some 
time. 


"Then some one cried out that the 


Germans were advancing along the 
canal bank, and our company was 
ordered to go along. 
Then the Ger- 


mans opened fire with tbeir guns at 
about five hundred yards with shrap- 
nel, and the scene that followed beg- 
gars description. Several of us were 
laid full length behind a wooden fence 
about half an inch thick. The Ger- 
man shells burst about three yards 
In front of it. It was blown to splin- 
ters In about ten minutes. 
None of 


us expected to get out alive. 


"They kept us there about an hour 


before they gave us the word to re- 
tire. 
I had just turned round to go 


back when I stopped one. 
It hits 


you with an awful thump, and I 
thought it had caught me at the bot- 
tom ot the spine, as it numbed my 
legs for about half an hour. 


"When I found I could not walk, I 


gave it up, just after I got my first 
view of the Germans. 
They were 


coming out of a wood about four hun- 
dred yards away, all In a heap to- 
gether, so I thought aa I was done for 
I would get a bit of my own back, 
and so I started pumping a bit ot lead 
into them. 


"I stuck there for about three-quar- 


ters of an hour, and fired all my own 
ammunition and a lot belonging to 
two more wounded men who were 
close to me—about three hundred 
rounds altogether, and as it was such 
a good target, I guess I accounted for 
a goot lot of them. 


"Then I suddenly discovered I 


could walk, and so I set off to get 
back. 
I had to walk about one hun- 


dred and fifty yards in the open, with 
shrapnel bursting around me all the 
way. 


"A man who was at Paardeburg and 


Magersfonteln in South Africa said 
they were nothing to what we got 
that Sunday. 
Out of 240 men ot my 


company only about twenty were un- 
injured." 


Mrs. D. L. Wilson of Hunslet sends 


a letter received from her huaband, a 
seaman of the Bacchante. 
He says: 


"You 
will have read of our victory 


in. the North sea. 
It was fine. Our 


ship brought the dead and wounded 
and the prisoners back. A grim job 
it was, too. 
I only wish the whole 


German fleet would come out. 
We 


may get a chance ot coming home 
soon. 
Their firing Is rotten, while 


our men behind the gune are perfect. 
They get a hit every time. 


'The bounders won't come out. 


That was the reason our ships had 
to try to drive them out You see 
the place is all mined, and it a ship 
runs into1 one of these mines It means 
destruction. 


"The commander of the Liberty, a 


torpedo-boat destroyer, asked his 
ship's company if they would volun- 
teer to go up Kiel harbor with him, 
and every man said 'Yes,' although It 
looked certain death. 
Up they went 


and got under the forts ot Helgoland 
and let rip at the German cruisers in 
the harbor. One ot the wounded sail- 
ors of the Liberty told me that the 
•hells fired at them were enough to 
link a fleet 


'Our ship had only one torpedo and 


one round ot ammunition left. So they 
turned around and came out, when a 
shrapnel shell struck the Liberty's 
malt, killing the gallant commander 
and three others. The coxswain, al- 
though wounded, Drought the snip 
safely to our fleet that was waiting 
outside.- We pray to God that we may 
come off victorious, and 1 am confident 
we shall, as every man jack.in,the 
fleet baa the heart ot a lion."

on the label. 


But the use of even proprietary 


medicines is dangerous excepting on 
the prescription of the doctor, and 
then only as he prescribes. Because 
a teafepoonful in water once in three 
hours will be beneficial gives 
no 


reason to suspect that a tablespoon- 
ful once an hour will hasten relief. 


Florida has had a recent emphat- 


ic illustration of the harmfulness .of 
the use of these narcotics. The bus- 
iness manager of one of the import' 
ant newspapers of the state, 
was 


killed by a man who, it was alleged 
in his defense, had been 
dosing 


himself with an alleged "headache 
powder." It contained a considerable 
percentage of hasheesh and he had 
been made Insane, had lost control 
of all Will power and of the ability 
to control his own actions.

sentment did have in his possession, 
custody or control funds of tlie said 
city of New Smyrna sufficient to pay 
all, or at least a large port of said 
warrants, yet wholly neglected or 
refused to pay said warrants, or any 
of them." 
The alternative 
writ 


commanded 
the city 
tre?surer to 


pay the twenty warrants, or to show 
cause for not doing so. 
A demurrer 


to 
the - alternative writ was inter- 


posed, one ground being that it is 
not alleged "that the respondent has 
tlie ability to perform the acts" com- 
manded 
The demurrer was over- 


ruled, 
an 
answer or 'return was 


made, and testimony taken. 
A per- 


emptory writ cf mandamus was is 
sued, and the respondent took writ 
of error. 


It does not appear by the alter- 


native writ that the respondent had 
funds to make the payments when 
the writ was issued, and the return 
supported 
by tlie evidence shows 


that the respondent did not have 
funds to pay the twenty warrants. 
There was consequently error in is 
suing the alternative wr,t and in 
awarding 
the 
peremptory writ of 


mandamus.

the respondent's duty and abili'y to 
comply with the mandatory writ as 
was done in Ray vs. Wilson, 29 Pla.
